After the floods 


Watershed advocates say development means more problems

hile Andover remained rela- 
tively free of the disastrous 
floods that inundated many 


area towns following recent heavy 
rains, this is no time to go with the 
flow say area conservationists. 

As development marches ahead in 
Andover and throughout the region, 
less open land is available to absorb 
runoff.

But the amount of runoff isn’t the 
only concern, says Curt Laffin, pro- 
ject director of the Merrimack River 
Watershed Council.

Since less storm water is absorbed, 
runoff has become more polluted as it 
collects impurities from roof-top gut- 
ters, parking lots and roads. 

Laffin is not alone in his opinion.

Helping hands — Dee and L. Kingman Webster of Andover are 


helping “adopted” students realize their college dreams. 


Collegiate dreams come true 


When L. Kingman and Dee M. 
Webster of Andover reached a 
point in life where they could 
retire comfortably, they decided 
instead to adopt children — 62 of 
them. 

The Webster family sponsor a 
chapter of the “I Have A Dream 
Program” for two sixth-grade 
classes from the Lawrence public 
schools. 

The commitment of sponsors 
for the program is to “adopt” a 
group of children in sixth grade, 
and then see them through their 
high school and college careers 
with financial and emotional sup- 
port. 

The Webster’s set aside 
$750,000 in financial aid, some of 
which is available to any of the 
Dreamers who go to college. But 
getting them where they want to 
go isn’t just a question of helping 
them pay their way, says outgo- 
ing Lawrence Superintendent 
Ken Seifert, a former Andover 
superintendent of schools. 

“It became very clear that it 
was a question of dignity,” says 
Seifert, who helped the Websters 
launch the program in 1991. The 
finances are a side issue. It’s the 
social and psychological assis- 
tance given,” Seifert decided to 
personally bestow awards upon 
the Websters: The “Albert 
Schweitzer award” for Kingman 
and the “Mother Teresa award” 
for Dee, in honor of their patience 
and persistence helping students 
realize their dreams. 

Of the 62 students randomly 


selected from the Arlington 
School in Lawrence seven years 
ago, 30 of the 38 with high school 
diplomas are headed to college, 
and two of those earned a GED. 
Three of the students are expect- 
ed to graduate from private high 
schools next year and 21 students 
dropped out or moved back to 
Puerto Rico. 

The group celebrated their suc- 
cess with a recognition dinner at 
Bishop’s in Lawrence last Friday 
night. 

“There wasn’t a dry eye in the 
house,” says Seifert. 

When he sold his half of the 
Blue Seal Feed animal feed com- 
pany 10 years ago, “King” Web- 
ster says he and his wife, Dee, did 
some research and some thinking 
before they committed to the pro- 
gram. The more they found out 
about it, the more they felt com- 
pelled to get involved he says. 

“You just would not do it if you 
were to go about it rationally,” he 
says of the initial decision. 

Dee says the retired life didn’t 
quite appeal to them at that point. 

“We weren’t ready to just go 
fishing,” she says. 

And the rewards are countless, 
she says. 

“You become so close to some 
of these kids, it’s just amazing. I 
don’t think anyone’ could under- 
stand it unless they’ve been 
there,” she says. 

Their efforts are directed at 
getting the students to think

But the learning experience wasn’t 
just one for the students, they say.

the Websters learned the many 
interpretations of the American 
dream. 


“As the years went on, it became 
clear that (the Websters’) dream 
turned into dreams. Each and every 
one of those children had their own 
dream. For some, it was education.”

For some, it was more important to 
get a job, or to just hold themselves or 


their families together, Seifert Says. 


“But you could see that (King and 
Dee’s) giving of themselves is what 
really began to count helping these 


kids.

The field work includes tutoring Hispanic 
students in Lawrence, and in some cases 
helping needy tenants fix up their apart- 
ments. 

The new volume, published in May, 
includes seven chapters on demographic sta- 
tistics; some history of immigration and 
employment among Hispanics and Asians; 
public education in both the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School and the regular 
public schools; youth involvement in com- 
munity service; political involvement; and 
teen pregnancy and parenthood. 

The need for a new volume, Lloyd Says, 
is obvious, since Lawrence has changed sig- 
nificantly just in the 13 years since the first 
volume was published. 

The population of the city has jumped from 
63,000 to 70,000, and Hispanics are now a 
majority, especially in the schools, where they 
are 77 percent of the enrollment. Southeast 
Asians have grown from a “scattering” to a 
significant minority. 

Meanwhile, the city’s tax base has declined 
to the point where it can no longer raise the 
funds necessary for public education. 
Lawrence is now the state’s poorest city, and 
one result of that has been massive publicity 
about problems in the local schools, the firing 
of a superintendent, and direct involvement of 
the state in hiring a new superintendent. 

In spite of all those negatives, crime and 
teen pregnancy are down, while employment 
and home ownership are up. 

Lloyd says about half of the writing in the 
104-page volume was done by her, and the 
other half by the students, who broke into 
teams for the various research projects that 
turned into chapters for the book. 

Lloyd says she had 1,000 copies of the book 
printed, and that they are available at the 
Andover Bookstore and in local area libraries. 
Any profits will go into a revolving fund, she 
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says, which will support the continuing 
projects of the Institute. 

While she says she has not kept strict 
track of alumni of the institute, “I have 
heard from some who are in city plan- 
ning, urban ecology, inner-city teaching 
and things like that. One young man 
who went through the program is at 
Columbia Law School. So there is defi- 
nitely some relevance to what they did 
here,” she says. 

“And for all of the kids from 
Lawrence, I think it is a chance to 
broaden their horizons.”

goes geothermal 


John Logan, a retired AT&T Bell 
Labs engineer, decided that after 26 
years of living in Andover with his 
wife, Theda, who was head of the math 
department at the Pike School for 22 
years, they needed a change.

And after watching an episode of 
This Old House on TV about two years 
ago, he started to get an idea of what 
kind of change. Logan became very 
interested in their discussion on radi- 
ant underfloor heat. 

“It wasn’t until my wife and I 
viewed the Energy Efficient House 
Exhibit at the Maine Audubon Society, 
though, that I realized we should 
change the way we heat our house,” 
says Logan. He and his wife, originally 
from Scotland, sold their Andover resi- 
dence and Maine vacation home they 
had owned since 1978, and put all their 
money and energy into designing and 
building a new house on Sebago Lake 
in Raymond, Maine. This new house 
would be very different from their two 
previous ones, because it would con- 
tain a geothermal heating system. 
Logan researched the subject, became 
an expert on it, and as he designed the 
system for his own house, he began 
selling geothermal systems throughout 
Maine. 

“Geothermal” means heat that is 
taken from the earth. Therefore, 
Logan’s first step in installing his sys- 
tem was to dig a 750-foot-deep well. 
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Water from the well is pumped into a 
heat pump, where heat is extracted 
and cold water is then forced back into 
the well. The extracted heat is trans- 
ferred to freon to heat water in a buffer 
tank. This water is then pumped 
through coils in the concrete floor. The 
heat from the coils “radiates” from the 
floor, warming the house. Two “radia- 
tors” (fan coil units), each with a 
mechanical fan, move air through the 
house. “The entire process of develop- 
ing and installing the system only took 
four months because I had a lot of peo- 
ple helping me,” says Logan. 

“The main reason we decided to 
switch to a geothermal method of heat- 
ing our home is because it is far more 
economical than any other method of 
heating.” 

Although the cost of installing this 
type of system is 50 percent more 
expensive than that of a more tradi- 
tional system, the real savings come in 
the long-term use of it. “Geothermal 
radiant heat costs at least three times 
less than oil; five times less than 
propane; and four times less than off- 
peak electricity,” says Logan. 

The major risk element of geother-

mal heating is that the system depends 
upon electricity. If a house is without 
electricity for an extended period of 
time, due to a storm, etc., it will also be 
without heat and hot water. 

“That is exactly why people who use 
geothermal heating need to have some 
sort of back-up system of heating as 
well,” says Logan, who uses propane as 
a backup, and for hot water and cook- 
ing. “The propane system I have is 
small and extremely cheap,” he says. 
Although small and cheap, the system 
proved very important a couple of 
months ago after the Logan’s electrici- 
ty went down during an ice storm. 

Logan also points out that his geo- 
thermal system not only heats his 
home, but cools it as well. “In the sum- 
mer the system works almost back- 
wards, and cools the house like an air- 
conditioner,” he says. Technically, 
Logan just reverses his heat pump, so 
that it extracts the coolness from the 
water to go inside and expels the warm 
water outside. 

Clearly, he’s a believer, since not 
only is he a seller of the system, but he 
uses it as well.

Ground Round goes smoke-free

As of Monday June 22 there is no more smoking 
anywhere at the Ground Round Restaurant in 
Andover. There were several reasons the Ground 
Round’s management chose to implement this 
smoke-free policy, with health risks being one of the 
major concerns. 

“Some of the bartenders have been working here 
for 10 years or more,” says manager Bill Edmonds. 
“It just isn’t healthy or fair for tnem to be breathing 
in second-hand smoke night after night.” Edmonds 
believes that making the restaurant smoke-free will 
create a much healthier environment for both staff 
and customers. 

The Ground Round has undergone a number of 
changes recently. It no longer primarily caters to 
children’s birthday parties, with clowns and little 
kids running around, and there is no longer popcorn 
on the tables, a big movie screen displaying car- 
toons, or an opportunity to “pay what you weigh.” 

The new non-smoking policy goes along with the 
change in image. The establishment has expanded 
its menu to include meals from pasta to steak to 
seafood dishes. Management hopes that this new 
menu, along with the smoke-free policy will attract 
new customers. Edmonds says the reason for elimi- 
nating smoking was 50 percent business-motivated 


— to target new clientele — and 50 
percent health-motivated. He does- 
n’t believe the new policy will hurt 
business at all, but will rather help 
it. “We took a poll in early May, 
and again in June, of our cus- 
tomers, to see what they thought 
about the restaurant going smoke- ey 
free, and while 35 percent wanted to ‘— 
keep a smoking section, 65 percent 
of our patrons liked the idea,” says 
Edmonds. 

He says he concluded that if a 
person really wanted a cigarette 
they could go outside to have one, 
but most people can handle going to 
a restaurant without needing to 
smoke. 

“This is the way of the future,” 
Edmonds says. The Ground Round 
in Stoneham went smoke free a couple of months 
ago, and Edmonds speculates that soon enough most 
restaurants will follow the same policy. 

Andover Health Director Everett Penney, hopes 
the elimination of smoking is the way of Andover’s 
future. The town is now down to two restaurants 
(Justins and the Park Street Pub) where smoking is

allowed. There are also four establishments in town 
where smoking is permitted in limited areas, such as 
at the bar or in the lounge. 

Penney says he believes that through education 
and the advertisement of positive events, such as the 
Ground Round going smoke-free, the remaining 
smoking restaurants and bars in Andover will follow 
the trend. 
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Flooded 
with trouble 


Some of us remember that old commer- 
cial for some sort of margarine, with the 
punch line, “It’s not nice to fool Mother 
Nature.” 

We chuckled, because everybody 
knows you can’t. But of course, you can 
fool with Mother Nature — sometimes for 
years — without paying a price. It’s just 
that it catches up with you eventually. 

And that is what is happening in 
Andover when it comes to flood plains. Or 
perhaps we should say what used to be 
flood plains. 

According to area experts, the pace and 
location of development in the town has 
taken areas that used to absorb much of 
the overflow of heavy rains — flood stor- 
age areas — and covered them with build- 
ings or pavement. 

One result is that the Shawsheen River 
now flows four feet higher than it did just 
11 years ago, after similar amounts of 
rainfall. 

In the words of Conservation Commis- 
sion Administrator Jim Greer, this is not 
the fault of one single development. It’s a 
“collective” thing. 

But the results are obvious to all. It’s 
not too hard to figure out what’s going to 
happen when a river flows four feet high- 
er. In the case of the Washington Park 
condos, built above what was then the 
flood plain, dikes now have to be con- 
structed in parking areas. 

In other words, the flood plain has 
changed. Not because of anything Mother 
Nature did. Because of what humans did. 

This didn’t happen in a single week, 
month or a year. In a typical June, one 
wouldn’t even have to think about such 
things, since the average rainfall is just a 
little more than three inches. 

But this wasn’t that kind of year. And 
while the flooding in Andover after the 
rains of June hasn’t been nearly as disas- 
trous as in some other parts of the state, 
local residents should give thanks for a 
warning that didn’t amount to a punish- 
ment. 

No, you can’t undo development. But 
you can try to make sure it doesn’t get 
worse. Dealing with environmental issues 
requires foresight. It requires a very 
broad view. As Greer says, no one single 
project is going to lead to flooding in the 
town. But he is also correct when he says 
town officials have a “collective responsi- 
bility to manage the watershed.” If they 
don’t, the next time we get a June, or any 
other month, with this kind of precipita- 
tion, it could be much worse. 

Because you can’t fool Mother Nature.

Pols finally confronting the failure follies

Yes, school’s out for the next cou- 
ple of months, but if you’re reading 
any periodicals, you’re probably still 
reading about education. 

It’s pretty hard to get away from it, 
since we’re in the heat of yet another 
hot political summer, and education 
remains one of the few hot issues. 

That’s to be expected. What’s less 
expected is what some of our politi- 
cos are saying. Listen, and you might 
think you’ve been caught in a hall of 
mirrors. 

A couple of weeks ago we had Sen- 
ator John Kerry, obviously dipping 
his toe into the presidential pool, 
issuing forth with a call to make it 
easier and faster to fire incompetent 
or burned-out teachers, and easier to 
hire new teachers, even if they 
haven’t jumped through the entire 
certification bureaucracy. 

This is a guy who calls himself a 
liberal Democrat. A guy who will 


depend heavily on the union vote if 
he hopes to get beyond his senate 
seat. And here he’s sounding like a 
Republican. 

Then there was John Silber, chair- 
man of the state Board of Education, 
whose role is generally to be the most 
hated political figure in Massachu- 
setts second only to Newt Gingrich, 
because he’s so, you know, inflexible, 
intolerant, abusive, insensitive, 
harsh, stiff, strict and, worst of all, 
conservative. 

Silber voted to lower the passing 
standard on a certification test for 
teacher candidates in Massachusetts, 
so only 44 percent of them would fail, 
instead of 59 percent. 

Not only that — he defended it. 
Here he is, sounding like a liberal. 

And then we had House Speaker 
Tom Finneran, a card-carrying mem- 
ber of the group that presumably 
stands opposed to virtually every- 
thing John Silber favors, calling 
some of the prospective teachers who 
failed the test “idiots.” 

Even the knee-jerk liberal Boston 
Globe editorial page proclaimed that, 
“class size and per-pupil expendi- 
tures pale in comparison (to teacher 
quality and commitment).” 

Whaaat is happening here? 

The only guys who seem to be act- 
ing like their predictable selves are 
Republican Gov. Paul Cellucc?, who 


called this past week for all teachers 
— not just candidates — to take a cer- 
tification exam and be fired if they 
flunk it; and Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger, a Democrat looking to 
unseat Cellucci, who immediately 
jumped on the gov, calling his pro- 
posal “scapegoating” teachers and 
teacher candidates. 

According to Harshbarger, while 
Cellucci has been in the top job less 
than a year, it’s still his fault that 
people can’t pass a test for which 
they have presumably been prepar- 
ing for 16 years or more. 

But that sort of inane posturing is 
expected in an electoral summer. 

What is much more improbable is 
the stance of leaders like Kerry and 
Finneran. If either one had made 
such comments even five years ago, 
it likely would have amounted to 
political suicide. 

What to make of it? Well, it is 
starting to look a bit like that old line 
from Bob Dylan is becoming relevant 
yet again — “You don’t need a weath- 
erman to know which way the wind 
blows.” 

Because when you hear Kerry and 
Finneran talking this way, while it 
may indeed reflect what they believe, 
the fact that they are willing to say it 
out loud means they’ve got their fin- 
ger in the wind, and at the moment it

Eccles defends A/B schedule 


To date, no research has been published estab- 
lishing that one of the schedules is educationally 
superior. Contrary to over-simplified descriptions, 
the new schedule is neither an A/B, nor a semester- 
ized schedule, but a combination of the two, intend- 
ed to take advantage of the strong points of each. 

9. Gaining continuity: The new high school 
schedule will allow courses like mathematics and 
world languages, where continuity is very impor- 
tant, to be scheduled on a year-long alternating-day 
basis. Continuing last year’s semesterized schedule 
would often put seven-month gaps between consec- 
utive courses in these subjects — a cause for con- 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Andover High School schedule continues to 
be a source of controversy and anxiety. This com- 
plex problem, over which reasonable people can 
disagree, is exacerbated by the administrative lead- 
ership vacuum existing in this period before the 
new superintendent and new high school principal 
have had a chance to acclimate themselves and 
assume their responsibilities. 

This letter’s intent is to provide an understand- 
ing of why the School Committee has not inter- 
vened and reversed the decision made by the outgo- 
ing administration. 

First, we felt strongly that we must avoid a repe- 
tition of the scheduling disaster of last year’s high 
school opening. A year ago, when members of the 
School Committee were apprehensive about con- 
structing a brand new schedule starting at the end 
of June ’97 (following the completion of collective 
bargaining), we were assured that it could be 
accomplished well before the opening of school. It 
was not until just before Labor Day that it became 
evident that the planned schedule simply wouldn't 
work, and the rest is history. Starting the process 
over again at this very late date would present a 
great risk of another terrible opening of school. 

This year, in contrast, students have received 
their schedules before the end of the school year. 
Flaws will be found in individual schedules (that’s a 
given in any computer scheduling), but during the 
summer, those students will have an opportunity to 
get their schedules straightened out. Summer is for 
correcting errors, not for starting a scheduling 


Let’s not lose sight of the fact that the main 
change in scheduling policy that took place this 
past year was that we shifted from a traditional 
eight-period day, to a block schedule of four 82- 
minute periods that offers solid educational advan- 
tages — better opportunities for class discussion, 
working in groups, use of technology, and coverage 
in greater depth, etc. — all of which can serve to 
heighten motivation and the quality of learning. 
Both students and teachers have noted these gains 
in the past year. The 82-minute periods remain the 
central feature of the new high school schedule. 

Our second reason for not intervening in this 
administrative management decision is that we 
believe that the new schedule being implemented is 
educationally sound. Consider the following: 

1. Combining the benefits: Many school systems 
are using an A/B (alternating day) block schedul- 
ing system, and are pleased with it; the same can be 
said of systems using a semesterized system, such 
as Andover High used this past year. 


Both my 11-year-old daughter and my 
8-year-old son were fortunate enough to 
have Mrs. Palardy as their second-grade 
teacher. AS many parents can appreci- 
ate, my children could not be more dif- 
ferent in the way they learn. They both 
adored her and truly thrived under her 
tutelage. 

Recently, the point was put into focus 
by some neighborhood children in my 
back yard. When the conversation 
turned to teachers, not surprisingly, 
Mrs. Palardy’s name was brought up as 
the best. The really telling part of the 
tale, however, was that each of the chil- 
dren truly felt that they had a personal 
relationship with her, whether she had 
been their teacher six years ago or was 


cern to many parents and educators. 


3. Preparation for high-stakes exams: Advanced 
Placement, Achievement and MCAS tests happen 
in the spring, so the new schedule will better serve 
students who take them than a semesterized sched- 


ule. 


4. Balancing academic load: In most schools 
using block schedules, either A/B or semesterized, 
students carry a total of eight courses per year, but 
Andover High students carry only seven courses 
plus one block of “directed study.” This block is 
designed to enable a student to work on projects, 
obtain extra help, do community service, etc., but 


does not require homework. 


This past year many students were academically 
under-loaded during the semester when they had 
their directed study block. With directed study on 
alternate days, a student’s academic load will be 
more evenly balanced and will make the benefits of 
directed study available throughout the year. The 
new schedule will also provide a better balance in 


teachers’ workloads. 


5. Keeping focus: Proponents of the semesterized 
schedule point out, rightly, that many students ben- 
efit from having to focus on no more than three aca- 
demic courses at a time. But with the new schedule, 
students will have the benefit of needing to prepare 
for only two or three courses a night, although 
admittedly they will experience more breadth on a 


weekly basis. 


We recognize that the new schedule for this fall 
will not be perfect, and will need improvement in 
the future. But at this late date, I believe it’s time to 
set aside debating the different configurations of 
our block scheduling, and focus on working with 
our new superintendent and new principal to get 
Andover High off to an undistracted, fresh start in 


strengthening the school in every way.

New administrators 


should set schedule 


Editor, Townsman: 
As a resident of Andover for the past 
18 months and parent of both an incom- 


ing AHS freshman and a 
senior, I would like to 
respond to the issues 
brought up about schedul- 
ing at the high school. 

I am distressed at the 
machinations of the outgo- 
ing administration of 
Andover schools over the 
last several weeks. My only 
information has come either 
from the Townsman or from 
the teachers’ groups. The 
Andover school system has 
not seen fit to discuss this 
directly with parents, but 
simply sent out schedules 
for the ’98-’99 year. 

Superintendent Richard 
Neal and Principal Ellen 
Parker have no vested inter- 
est in how the schedule is 
set up for next year — they 
won’t be around to see how 
it works. 

It seems to me that this 
choice should be made by 
the incoming administra- 
tion, period. There will be 
time after they arrive this 
summer to make _ those 
choices, and to say that the 
disaster of last fall will be 
replicated if a decision isn’t 
made is ludicrous. The 
scheduling debacle of last 
September was SOLELY the 
responsibility of Ms. Parker, 
as principal. Who’s to say 
that no matter the choices 
made for the fall, it won’t be 
entirely different. 

From the parent-student 
standpoint, I can’t say that I 
am completely sold on the 
block scheduling concept. 
My son found it difficult to 
focus in on his classes 
immediately, fumbled 
around the first few weeks 
and then found it nearly 
impossible to improve his 
performance enough to 
raise his grades during a 
semester. 

I’m also not certain that 
all children can perform 
well in long segments of 
class time. But I’m willing to 
assume that as the faculty 
and students become more 
comfortable with the system, it might 
work well. Certainly, this system has to 
be easier for the teachers — if only 
because they have fewer students to 
keep track of. I can’t imagine that the 
majority of us adults would flourish in 
the blue/gold (A/B) system — we don't 
have the time management skills! 

I don’t think, however, that we 
should be persuaded by the teachers as 
a special interest group. Weren’t three 
exceptionally long, pedantic letters in 
the Townsman last week a little 
overkill? 

In conclusion, I hope that the new 
administration of the Andover school

The message from Massport CEO 
Peter Blute to about 50 business peo- 
ple gathered at the Andover Marriott 
last Thursday was both simple and 
seductive. 

Did they want to grow? Did they 
want to diversify? Did they want to 
make the health of their business 
more secure? 

Well, of course they did. 

Then go global — export, he said, 
adding that while it “might sound 
hard or exotic, it’s not.” 

“And it’s not just the ‘big boys’ who 
load their products on ships,” he said. 
“Nearly 96 percent of all exporters in 
the U.S. are small businesses.” 

Blute, a Shrewsbury Republican 
who became head of Massport in Janu- 
ary 1997 after losing his Third District 
congressional seat, had a list of statis- 
tics to back him up. Companies that 
market their products overseas: 

* generally grow 20 percent faster 
than those who stick just to the U.S. 

* are 9 percent less likely to go out of 
business. 

* pay 13 to 18 percent more. 

And besides all that, “exporting can 
extend the life of the products you 
make, diversify your sales base, stabi- 
lize your returns during seasonal mar- 
ket fluctuations and help you find 
markets for excess production capaci- 
ty,” he said. 

Blute was there, at a “Meet Mass- 
port International” reception, to push 
his agency as a way to help companies 
get into the exporting game. The Mass- 
port development team, Blute said, 
now has trade representatives in Lon- 
don, Berlin, Jerusalem, Singapore, 
Guangdong, Shanghai, Beijing, Mexi- 
co City and Sao Paolo.

of Japanese firm 

Vicor Corporation announced it

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Cable rates jump, and

MediaOne, Andover’s cable television 
provider, announced in June that its standard 
service programming price would increase 
13.6 percent yesterday, July 1. 

But there may be more, and steeper, price 
hikes in the near future for local subscribers, 
due to major increases in fees that sports 
channels, such as ESPN, are charging local 
cable operators. 

Those higher fees are expected to be passed 
on to cable customers. 

ESPN reportedly is spending $600 million a 
year to air National Football League games, 
and plans to increase the fee it charges local 
cable operators 20 percent starting August 1. 
This would amount to an increase of more 
than $1 per subscriber. 

Jack Hall, a local resident who has already 
complained about the impending rate hike 
(“Cable rate hikes gauge subscribers,” Towns- 
man, June 18), is even more upset after hear- 
ing the latest news. 

“Pm not speaking for anybody else, but I’m 
against these new price increases,” he says. 
Hall has urged the Board of Selectman to com- 
plain to Congressman Martin Meehan, as well 
as the Massachusetts Department of Telecom- 
munications and Utilities, because, according 
to Hall, ““MediaOne should not be allowed to 
gouge the (cable) subscribers in Andover 
under the guise of expanded services.” 

Bill McCann, an aide to Meehan, says the 
congressman’s office has not been besieged 
with calls, but that there has been a “some- 
what steady stream” of complaints about 
cable rates, and that officials from Lowell and 
Chelmsford have asked him to intervene. 

Meehan, in a June 4 letter to Federal Com- 
munications Chairman William E. Kennard, 
contends that “annual double-digit increases 
in cable rates are unacceptable,” and urged 
the FCC to review the regulations it uses to 
approve rate hikes. 

Meehan also noted that the complaining 
communities are served by only one cable 
provider. “Since the competition that Con- 
gress envisioned when it passed the 1996 
Telecommunications Act has not emerged, 
now is the time for the FCC to exert leader- 
ship on this important issue,” he wrote. 

Competition, he said, tends to result in 
lower prices and better service. 

Finally, he asked Kennard to “reexamine” 
regulations that allow cable operators to pass 
programming cost increases on to customers. 

Hall also advocates competition. He sug-

Either the students 
have failed to learn what they 
were taught, and must shoulder 
the blame for it; or teachers 
should be blamed for failing to 
teach them. 

The sooner everybody admits 
that, the sooner real change can 
Start. And the fact that some of 
our political leaders are actually 
starting to acknowledge it is an 
encouraging sign.

Major, Larsen to guide 
manager evaluation

ain’t blowing pro-union. 

Yes, Speaker Finneran used 
inflammatory language. It will 
make it easy to criticize him for 
not maintaining the dignity of 
his office, to say how unproduc- 
tive it is, how he’s “playing the 
blame game,” making the teach- 
ers whipping boys, etc. 

And with interim Education 
Commissioner Frank Haydu 
announcing his resignation Mon- 
day, that provided yet another 
chance to trot out the predictable 
litany of excuses: If nearly 60 per- 
cent of people fail a test, there 
has to be something wrong with 
the test instead of the people 
(Does that mean if 60 percent of 
the kids think 2 + 2 = 5 that there 
is something wrong with the 
question?); passing a competency 
test has little or nothing to do 
with handling a roomful of 10- 
year-olds; calling for all teachers 
to pass a test is simply “politiciz- 
ing” the issue; teacher candi- 
dates didn’t have adequate warn- 
ing that they were going to have 
to take this test, and even less 
warning that it would count 
(That one would play really well 
with the boss at most private cor- 
porations). 

But these may not play in the 
suburbs this time. While it is 
most certainly true that pols tend 
to politicize hot issues, the prob-

Indeed, he and Kerry have 
been around long enough to 
know what kind of reaction they 
would get from their traditional 
support base, yet they said what 
they said anyway. 

That must mean they are 
more afraid of the reaction they 
will get from the general public if 
they make excuses for this sort of 
thing. 

Taxpayers, who pay for all 
this, are apparently getting tired 
of being told they’re bad people 
for trying to hold teachers and 
students accountable. The trou- 
ble isn’t so much the “blame 
game” as it is that nobody is get- 
ting blamed. 

They are finally wise to the 
fact that this most recent failure 
is not the result of racism, a lack 
of inclusion, a lack of money ora 
lack of facilities or opportunity. 
It’s because some people didn’t 
do their job. Either the students 
have failed to learn what they 
were taught, and must shoulder 
the blame for it; or teachers 
should be blamed for failing to 
teach them. 

The sooner everybody admits 
that, the sooner real change can 
Start. And the fact that some of 
our political leaders are actually 
starting to acknowledge it is an 
encouraging sign.

In organizing this 
show. we would be supporting 
our initial cause and _ also 
reaching out to a new audi- 
ence. Even if you don’t go to 
the show, you're part of a new 
audience. 

Breast cancer is a horrible 
disease. It is horrible to live 
through, and to watch some- 
one live through it. It is shat- 
tering to see someone you 
love..someone you would do 
anything for, suffer and it is 
even harder to know that you 
can hardly do anything to help 
fight it. It’s not as simple as 
telling someone to rest for a 
few days and they will be back 
to normal. This is something 
that once experienced, stays 
with you for the rest of your 
life. It may go away, but it will 
always linger in the back of 
your mind. My mother beat 
the cancer within her — or so 
we thought. As the breast can- 
cer disappeared, cancer began 
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ladies’ fine clothing 


to form in her liver, and it 
seems that it was too much for 
her body to cope with. 

Our foundation is set up to 
help fund medical centers in 
their search for a cure. Maybe 
this cure won’t come now and 
maybe the money that we raise 
here or next year won’t bring 
the answer, but at least it will 
help build up to it and push the 
medicine in the right direction 
in years to come.

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LIBRARY NEWS

With new Internet sites and CD-ROM products 
popping up every day, it’s sometimes easy to 
overlook some of the wonderful new reference 
materials in print format. Here are a few recent 
additions to Memorial Hall Library’s reference 
collection, available in good old-fashioned book 
form. 


Reference news 

The Merck Co., which has long provided med- 
ical reference materials for doctors and other 
health professionals, has put out a volume for the 
general public. The Merck Manual of Medical 
Information Home Edition covers human diseases 
and disorders, prescription and over-the-counter 
medications, and includes overviews on anatomy 
and physiology, in easy-to-understand, everyday 
language. 

The six-volume Macmillan Encyclopedia of the 
Environment provides basic information about 
topics in conservation, energy resources, pollu- 
tion, forestry, wildlife and ecology. Especially 
useful are the listings of United States environ- 
mental organizations, events, and legislation. 

The NASA Atlas of the Solar System presents 
information gathered by NASA space’ missions 
throughout the solar system, including maps, 
geologic history, color photomosaics, diagrams, 
and non-technical descriptions for the astronomi- 
cally curious, 

Gardeners will be interested in the new Ameri- 
can Horticultural Society A-Z Encyclopedia of Gar- 
den Plants, which details more than 15,000 plants 
and includes more than 6,000 photographs. 

Plants are indexed by their Latin and their 
common names — good news for the beginning 
gardener. 

The Treble Chorus of New England has donat. 
ed two compact discs to the music collection at 
Memorial Hall Library. Issued in 1998, Innocent 
Sounds from Cascia Hall contains the premier 
recording of Ben Steinberg’s V’ha-eir EFineiny 
(Deepen our Insight), a work for chorus and cello. 
Also included on the disc are Three Baroque 
Sacred Songs by Vivaldi, An Die Musik by Schu- 
bert, and Two Morley Songs by Thomas Morley, 
among others. 

Angels are Every- 
where! is a 1995 record- 
ing named for Daniel 
Pinkham’s song cycle of 
the same name. Other 
pieces include Friday 
Afternoons song cycle 
by Benjamin Britten 
and the world premiere 
of Olde to Shelley writ- 
ten by Marie Stultz. 

These two discs join 
Rejoice and Sing, a 1989 
recording of Baroque, 
Romantic, and 20th-cen- 
tury music, the majori- 
ty of which was written 
for the young voice.

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Cancer doc: ‘Don’t 


believe all the

As a_ hematologist/ 
oncologist, Andover’s 
Paul Spieler wants to 
make his cancer patients 
feel better. But on a daily 
basis he finds he needs to 
deflate some of them 
instead. 

That’s because, with 
all the news of recent 
breakthroughs in the can- 
cer fight, many patients 
are entering doctors’ 
offices full of hype and 
unrealistic expectations, 
he says. 

For instance, he says 
that although a drug such 
as Endostatin seems to be 
controlling the growth of 
tumors in mice by pre- 
venting the growth of 
blood vessels that feed 
the tumors, the drug has 
not yet been shown to 
work on humans, and is 
certainly not available 
for - widespread human 
use. 

Spieler, who works for 
Commonwealth Hematol- 
ogy-Oncology P.C., says 
cancer patients need to 
realize things like early 
detection, screenings and preventa- 
tive medicine are still the best bets for 
fighting cancer. 

“I think people do better at that. 
Treating established cancers is diffi- 
cult. There isn’t any magic bullet for 
doing that, although there has been 
some tremendous progress,” he says. 
“There are technologies in the 
pipeline that are full of promise. But 
they’re in the pipeline and not avail- 
able at this time.” 

Spieler says frightened patients 
often want to believe there’s a miracle 
cure, and some media outlets and doc- 
tors looking for grants or attention 
can help inflate their expectations. 
Then, doctors such us Spieler must 
deflate them. 

“There’s always hype. There’s a 
process of building expectations and 
then letting them down,” says Spieler. 
“Sometimes this hype undermines 
what you're trying to do for them. 
Patients hear what they want to hear 
anyway.” 

Spieler says once word was out 
about Endostatin’s success on mice, 
“half my patients were anxious to be 
treated with Endostatin immediate- 
ly.” 

Spieler says people who work with 
the drug are inundated with calls 
from people who don’t believe the 
drug is not available to humans. 

And information about Endostatin 
was reported responsibly by all 
involved, says Spieler. 

“Progress on most of these diseases

Here’s how Dr. Paul Spieler views 
and explains recent cancer-drug 
news: 

“Tamoxifen and Roloxifene are 
two drugs that may one day help pre- 
vent breast cancer in _ high-risk 
women. However studies have so far 
produced just short-term findings; 
further trials may uncover potentially 
dangerous side effects. 

“Herceptin, a new class of genetic 
drugs unlike chemotherapy, has been 
effective in temporarily shrinking 
tumors in some women. with 
advanced breast cancer. But this 
treatment is now only available in 
limited supplies through a ‘lottery.’ 

“Angiostatin and Endostatin are 
two new protein drugs that might con- 
trol tumors by preventing the growth 
of blood vessels that feed them. While 
results so far have been encouraging 
in trials on mice, it’s too soon to say 
what effect this will have on 
humans.”

Rain washes out 
skate park opener 


By Neil Fater 

Andover’s plan to make July 4 siz- 
zle for skaters has fizzled thanks to 
the ubiquitous June rain. 

Youth Services will not open its 
much-anticipated skate park for in- 
line skaters and skateboarders until 
July 11, because of frequent rain 
both here and in Vermont where the 
park equipment has been built. 
Youth Services Director Bill Fahey 
Says workers want rain-free days 
both to ship the equipment and 
assemble it, because the equipment 
should be kept dry until it is put 
together. 

“The ramps are all built but they 
(the Vermont builders) need three 
days to make sure they’re assembled 
right,” says Fahey, Tuesday. 
“They’re basically saying the weath- 
er’s causing all kinds of problems.” 

The town was ready to ship the 
equipment a couple of times, but had 
to cancel because “in Vermont, 
they’re getting hit harder than we 
are,” says Fahey. 

The opening of the park should be 
delayed just one week, to Saturday, 
July 11 at 3 p.m. If there is rain, the 
park is slated to open July 12. 

“Everyone’s disappointed because 
we thought it would be ready,” says 
Fahey. “But the biggest thing is, we 


didn’t want to open a park that was 
incomplete. We have some great 
ramps that are coming and we didn’t 
want them sitting (unassembled for 
the opening).” 

About 12 skating structures will be 
in place when the park opens at the 
tennis courts behind West Middle 
School. The structures at the park 
are tall enough for advanced skaters, 
but have gradual inclines for more 
novice skaters, says Mike Parziale, a 
college student who will help oversee 
the operation of the park. 

New skaters can learn from more 
experienced skaters who will serve 
as park monitors. “It’s that person’s 
job to kind of take (inexperienced 
skaters) under their wing and let 
them know what’s going on,” says 
Parziale. 

Andover wants the park to be used 
by youth of all ages, and will host 
skate camps for younger skaters, 
says Fahey. 

Included in the park are a 5-foot- 
tall, 24-foot-wide mini half pipe; a 4- 
foot tall, four-sided pyramid: and two 
20-foot handrails. 

“When they think of the park, a lot 
of people think of the ramp at the end 
of the driveway,” says Fahey. “It’s 
going to be a lot more like the 
Extreme Games.”

flood plain level of the Shaw- 


sheen River, which has risen 
four feet in the last 11 years. 

“It’s an enormous burden 
for the public to wrestle with 
this in a meaningful way,” 
Greer says. 

Conservation Commission 
member Paul Finger says it’s 
time for the town to take a 
pro-active approach to devel- 
opment and watershed man- 
agement, rather than simply 
looking at it development by 
development. 

Members of the commis- 
Sion are considering forma- 
tion of a task force or study 
group to get direction and 
evaluate the flooding prob- 
lems in Andover. 

They also aim to update the 
town’s master storm drainage 
plan. While the plan is very 
detailed, it’s more than 35 
years old, Greer says. 


All in the same boat 

Administrators and conser- 
vationists say even a town- 
wide approach to watershed 
management won't solve 
many problems, since 
Andover is only one of a dozen 
communities in the Shaw- 
sheen River watershed. 

Others include Lawrence, 
Tewksbury, Billerica, Bed- 
ford, Concord, Lincoln, Lex- 
ington, Woburn, Burlington, 
Wilmington and North 
Andover. 

Everything one town in the 
watershed affects its neigh- 
bors downstream, Laffin says. 

According to the MWRC, 65 
percent of the land in the 
Shawsheen watershed is 
developed. 

Laffin says large, impervi- 
ous areas south of Andover 
are the source of many flood- 
ing problems downstream. 

Hanscom Air Force Base 
includes more than 800 acres 
of paved or built surface, and 
the Burlington Mall complex 
is larger still. 

To promote cooper- 
ation among towns in 
the watershed, the © 
Watershed Council 
met last night with 
representatives from 
eight towns in the 
region to discuss open 
space plans to help 
protect the watershed. 

Andover’s Gail Ral- 
Ston spoke on the 
town’s behalf, and out- 
lined some major 
points of the open- 
space policy: efforts to 
work with other

Flood damage may yield tax relief 


If your cash flow doesn’t 
quite resemble that of the 
Shawsheen River, which 
may have overflowed into 
your home this month, you 
may be eligible for tax relief. 

President Clinton named 
Essex County as one of five 
disaster areas eligible for 
help from the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency 
(FEMA). 

If you had property dam- 
age or loss, you may be eligi- 
ble for an immediate tax 
refund from the IRS. 

Normally an unreim- 
bursed loss is deducted on 
the tax return for the year 
the casualty occurred, 
according to the IRS, but by 
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amending one’s 1997 tax 
return, refunds are avail- 
able. 

They recommend _ that 
flood victims document the 
extent of the damage as soon 
as possible after the disaster, 
including photographs and 
detailed inventories like 
before and after photos, esti- 
mates of repairs, appraisals 
and other documents estab- 
lishing extent of damage and 
value.

runoff, Turano says. 

Construction of detention ponds help 
keep the volume down, and if modified, can 
help clean the water as well, he says. 

A dry well (often a hole filled with stones) 
also helps clean storm-water, since water 
absorbed into the ground or “infiltrated,” is 
naturally filtered, unlike water that runs off 
a building onto a driveway, and carries 
everything from sand, salt, bacteria and 
other organic materials into a river. 

Metal roofs, common in industrial areas, 
also contribute to runoff pollution, Turano 
says. 

Another approach to flood and pollution 
control is to build artificial wetlands, as reg- 
ulated in the Wetlands Protection Act, he 
says. 

Turano held a workshop at Merrimack 
College last week for engineers scrambling 
to deal with new policies, which are expect- 
ed to be mandated for all towns by the end 
of the year. 

McQuade says the implications of deal- 
ing with new regulations are unclear, but 
he estimates a study of the entire storm- 
drainage system (where storm-water dis- 
charges and how it affects the watershed) 
for Andover could cost up to $1 million. He 
Says it’s too soon to estimate the cost of pro- 
jects to follow. 

Finger says he doesn’t expect that all 
flooding problems in town can be solved, 
but hopes to at least reduce them, possibly

Andover High School teachers may have the sup- 


port of a majority of students in their efforts to 
keep a semesterized block schedule in place, but 
a few parents aren’t happy with their method of 
drumming up that support. 

“The tactics they employ are horrific,” says 
parent Marilyn Camelio. She was one of a few 
parents at an impromptu meeting on the high 
school schedule Tuesday night, attended by about 
20 people including incoming Superintendent Dr. 
Claudia Bach plus several students and teachers. 

Teachers have solicited support for the semes- 
terized schedule through talking with students, 
distributing fliers and calling parents. They asked 
people to come to School Committee meetings and 
included Tuesday, June 30 as a meeting date. 

But no School Committee meeting had been 
scheduled for that day, and no committee members 
were present. Instead, teachers, students and a few 
parents discussed the merits of the semesterized 
schedule, including more time to focus on subjects, 
develop relationships with teachers and reflect on 
lessons. They also spoke of a less frantic pace, and 
less money spent on textbooks, since one class’s 
worth of books could be used twice each year. 

At the end of the meeting, Bach told the group 
that she is hearing “diverse opinions” on the sched- 
uling issue, and is still seeking more information. 

She said she believes teachers should be a part of 
discussions and decisions made around the sched- 
ule, but told the group in favor of the semester 
schedule that she has heard a variety of opinions on 
it. 

“I definitely want to be part of the healing 
process,” she said, adding that she would seek a 
solution that is “least disruptive.” 

But Camelio says she is upset that teachers 
mailed letters home to parents and called them at 
home on the premise of discussing the levels in 
which the child is placed. 

“It’s a matter of a strong union that stepped over 
the line,” Camelio says. 

School Committee member Tina Girdwood has 
heard the same complaint. She told the Townsman 
that another woman called her, upset that a teacher 
had called her unlisted number, asked to speak 
with parents about what level her child was in and 
then proceeded to solicit support for the semester- 
ized schedule. 

Girdwood says she can’t see Why teachers

er this week, calling on students and parents 
to attend a School Committee meeting this 
past Tuesday. But there was no meeting 
scheduled. 


shouldn’t be allowed to call parents, but questioned 
their motives. 

“Any parent is glad to talk to a teacher about 
their kid’s academic situation, but I see that as a 
very different matter than calling to agitate a politi- 
cal issue. Is it an educational or political issue? I 
don’t know. I’ve never experienced this before,” she 
says. 

Teachers’ Union President Tom Meyers, who 
helped organize the campaign, says the educational 
issues are political issues, and says the collective 
bargaining process is the way teachers set policy. 

Committee member Frank “Skip” Eccles says he 
thinks parents ought to be angry that teachers are 
asking to have the schedule changed again for next 
year, 

“I think it’s time to put an end to this,” he said 
earlier Tuesday. 


So which block schedule is which? 


While administrators have set 
a new schedule in place for next 
year at Andover High School and 
teachers aim to keep this year’s 
schedule, confusion mounts over 
the differences. 

One School Committee mem- 
ber says amid the debate of a 
semesterized schedule versus an 
alternating day (A/B) schedule, 
one parent called to say they sup- 
port block scheduling. 

That parent is a winner either 
way. Both the so-called “semes- 
terized” and A/B schedules are 
designed for 82 minute “block” 
classes. 

If someone tells you they want 

; to “change” the schedule, you 


might have to ask them which 
one they want to change. 

In a semesterized schedule, 
Classes meet every day for half a 
year. That schedule, which was 
used this past academic year, 
assigns students three or four 
classes per semester that meet 
every day for 82 minutes each, 
totaling seven or eight classes 
per year. 

In the A/B schedule, classes 
meet every other day all year. A 
strict A/B schedule would also 
assign eight classes at 82 min- 
utes each for the whole year but 
would instead meet part of the 
week (i.e. Monday, Wednesday, 
Friday) instead of part of the 


year. 

Administrators say the sched- 
ule for next year, which has been 
produced and mailed home to 
students, is a hybrid; an A/B for- 
mat schedule that includes some 
semesterized courses. 

According to incoming Super- 
intendent Dr. Claudia Bach’s 
information as of Tuesday, 71 of 
the 120 of the available courses 
at Andover High School sched- 
uled next year are semesterized, 
and meet every day for half the 
year instead of every other day 
all year. Next year’s semester- 
ized classes include world lan- 
guages and technology classes, 
she says. 


Seniors oppose 
Lanam expansion

A group of senior citizens who like their quiet 
plan to make some noise at the Zoning Board 
meeting tonight, July 2. 

That’s according to Elaine Daily, a resident of 
the Frye Circle public housing development that 
sits next to the Lanam Club on North Main Street. 

Daily says many of the handicapped and elder- 
ly residents who live at Frye Circle are concerned 
about the effects of the club’s proposed 4,100- 
square-foot expansion. The Lanam Club plans to 
add a casual dining area to its private facility. 

“We're all very upset, because Frye Circle is so 
peaceful and quiet. The apartments that face the 
Lanam Club now hear all the noise of deliveries,” 
says Daily. “They bring busloads of people up dur- 
ing the summer.” 

A number of public housing residents have 
signed a petition opposing the proposed change, 
she says. 

“We are so close to the Lanam Club, and we’re 
just afraid of what’s going to be up there,” she 
Says. “As we say, it’s noisy now.” 

Daily says people are not only worried about 
the addition, but about the possibility the Lanam 
Club might cut down trees and move its driveway 
closer to Frye Circle. 

The public housing development and the 
Lanam Club briefly share an entrance coming 
from North Main Street. Those going to the 
Lanam Club turn left, those going to Frye Circle 
turn right. 

“When they have a real big party, a lot of the 
cars will park at the bottom of the hill,” Says 
Daily. 


Selectmen to debate 
rent for Old Town Hall

Selectmen will decide Monday just how chari- 
table they want to be when they rent Old Town 
Hall to charitable organizations. 

Currently, the town charges charities at least 
$200 to rent the upper floor of Old Town Hall, also 
known as the Town House. The $200 pays the cost 
of a custodian, say selectmen. 

If a charity sells tickets or charges admission 
for an event at Old Town Hall, Andover collects 
$400. It charges $600 when it rents the building to 
private groups such as businesses. 

Now, Selectman Larry Larsen says he wants to 
charge just $200 for all charitable events, regard- 
less of whether there is an admission charge. 
Selectmen will debate and vote on the issue July 
6. 

But at least one resident suggests that Old 
Town Hall is being overused and abused. The 
town spent millions to renovate Old Town Hall, 
says Cyr Circle resident Mary Carbone, and she 
questions if the facility is now being “trashed” by 
those who rent it. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski indicates 
those who rent the building respect it. 

“I was nervous when the Youth Council started 
using it,” says Stapczynski. “I’m not nervous any- 
more.” 

During the past few years, the second floor of 
Old Town Hall has been used for somber occa- 
sions such as a memorial reception for the late 
former congressman Paul Cronin, and happier 
occasions such as weddings and youth dances. 
During Bazaar Days it housed 10,000 pairs of 
Daher’s Shoes footwear.

Keep AHS schedule as 
it was this past year 


Editor, Townsman: 

As an architect, when I come to a 
simple solution to a design problem, no 
matter how tortuous the route, I know I 
have found the right answer. 

As a mother of an Andover High stu- 
dent, I know that the simple solution for 
class scheduling, stumbled upon last 
year, has given my daughter an excel- 
lent academic year. And not just in art 
and English, her favorite subjects. 

Anna made the honor roll this year 
for the first time. Next year she will take 
physics, a course she tells me she was 
always interested in, but afraid to try. 

Has she just grown up? Found her 
niche? Finally been placed in the proper 
classes? Or has the new schedule, letting 
her to focus on only four classes, 
allowed her and her teachers to know 
the subject and each other? 

In her early years at the high school, 
Anna gained knowledge, but she barely 
learned how to teach herself — how to 
research, evaluate and practice. This 
year she did learn, she was personally 
involved — her grades reflect it. I credit 
the semester schedule. 

I have heard the concern about con- 
tinuous work in language study and 
math. With the current schedule, a stu- 
dent who started Spanish as a freshman 
might be reading Don Quixote in the 
original as a junior — that would cer- 
tainly look good on a college applica- 
tion. Similar progress could be made in 
math. 

Anna and I have talked about this 
again and again. We agree that the cur- 
rent school schedule should remain. 
Here is the simple solution. Why can’t 
wt Keep it? 

Some members of the School Com- 
mittee have told me that it is not their 
job to set the schedule. But those in the 
high school with that responsibility 
have left. And those who remain, the 
teachers and students, want the current 
“semesterized” schedule. It has become 
their job.

Teachers, students 
want same schedule 


Editor, Townsman: 

Two weeks ago the outgoing superin- 
tendent, Dick Neal, authorized the use 
of the A/B schedule at Andover High 
School. The decision is opposed by more 
than 85 percent of the teaching faculty, 
with several departments unanimously 
opposed. Of the 1,353 students at AHS, 
1,200, or 88 percent, signed a petition 


opposing the A/B. 

Over the last few days, I conducted a 
random poll of 20 parents (parents of 
juniors having last names starting with 
the letter “S”). The results were as fol- 
lows: 16 parents favored the semester- 
ized schedule, four parents were unde- 
cided. No parents favored the A/B in my 
sample. These parents supported the 
views of students. 

With an_ overriding sentiment 
against the A/B, we need to ask our- 
selves if it is possible to reverse this 
decision. I believe that it is, for three 
main reasons. 

First, it is possible to make the 
change, from a technical point of view. 
In a meeting three weeks ago with the 
Faculty Committee on Scheduling, the 
superintendent admitted that the semes- 
terized schedule is workable. He stated, 
“We have accepted that the semester- 
ized schedule is feasible.” 

In addition to this, the assistant prin- 
cipal in charge of scheduling said, at the 
same meeting, “this comes down to just 
making the decision about which sched- 
ule to go with.” The entire scheduling 
process takes approximately three days 
to run on the computer program that 
does the scheduling. 

Second, with both a new superinten- 
dent and a new high school principal 
coming on board as of July 1, there is an 
opportunity to review past decisions, 
and provide new direction and new 
leadership. With so many people feeling 
that the A/B schedule will have a nega- 
tive impact on everyone at the high 
school, the A/B scheduling decision 
merits a second look by our new admin- 
istrative leaders. Also, these new 
administrators need the support of the 
teaching staff, and should not be placed 
in the awkward position of implement- 
ing a scheduling change that so few peo- 
ple support. 

Finally, the new schedule represents 
a change in working conditions for 
teachers, as it doubles the number of 
students that most teachers will be 
responsible for at any given time during 
the year. As a change in working condi- 
tions, it is a matter that must be collec- 
tively bargained with the teachers’ 
union before it can be implemented. 

In conclusion, there is no compelling 
reason to consider the decision that was 
made as being final. Indeed, it is in the 
interest of everyone that this decision 
be reviewed and decided upon this 
month (July), so that the high school 
community can get on with the matter 
of education.

Bring back Mr. Lack 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am aware that you have already 
received several letters on the subject of 
the recent layoff of Mr. Douglas Lack 
this year, but I sincerely wish to supple- 
ment the opinions expressed previously 
in the Townsman. | feel that it is impos- 
sible for too much to be said, written, or 
done regarding this issue until Mr. Lack 
is reinstated as a teacher at Andover 
High School. 

Mr. Lack has been one of the most 
powerful influences on my life. His class 
was so different from any I ever had. He 
began the course by asking the students 
to formulate their own guidelines and 
rules for class time through proposals 
and unanimous voting. We became 
independent, responsible students not 
through blind adherence to regulation 
we might not choose or understand, but 
rather through a process that taught us 
the power of free will and the knowledge 
to use it wisely. There were no disci- 
pline problems in Mr. Lack’s class, and I 
have never experienced such a produc- 
tive and encouraging learning atmos- 
phere. 

I also came to be impressed by Mr. 
Lack’s unique teaching methods. He 
taught us as a friend would, displaying 
his opinions and helping us to build on 
our own ideas, without imposing his 
views on us. Mr. Lack guided us gently, 
never dominating or forcing us to create 
art in any way other than our own. 
Chiefly, Mr. Lack taught my class to 
take risks in art, to grow as artists and 
people, to contemplate everything in art 
and in life, and to be better human 
beings. He has taught me so much that I 
could never express it completely. The 
best way to show you how much he 
meant to me would be to say that I know 
now that art is my future, and I hope 
that as an art teacher I can follow his 
example when I am grown. 

When my class heard of Mr. Lack’s 
layoff, a hush fell over the room. Some 
students were near tears, while others 
whispered angrily of walkouts or sit-ins. 
All the resistance to this occurrence 
was positive though, because Mr. Lack 
showed us that above all, one should not 
do negative or destructive things, even 
to achieve a positive end. Some students 
wrote letters to the Townsman, others 
wrote essays to the school newspaper, 
others drew up petitions, and still oth- 
ers wrote letters to the principal and the 
superintendent, all in hopes of revers- 
ing this decision. 


On the last day of school, my 
advanced drawing class threw Mr. Lack 
a party. I cannot remember a time when 
I felt so sad and cheated by the end of a 
period of my life. Two of my friends in 
the class began crying. One student told 
Mr. Lack that if he could pay Mr. Lack’s 
salary next year himself, he would. A 
gloom settled over the almost empty 
classroom, once filled with paintings, 
posters of his favorite quotes, and art 
supplies Mr. Lack openly shared with 
anyone who asked for them. 

Even now that school is over, I am 
determined not to give up my quest to 
keep Mr. Lack at AHS, a school he says 
he loves and already misses. I have cre- 
ated a petition with 387 signatures from 
the AHS community, and I am currently 
planning another including parents of 
AHS students. I have written an essay 
in the AHS newspaper about how much 
Mr. Lack’s absence will hurt us. I have 
written to Congressman Marty Meehan, 
who replies that he has noted my sup- 
port and that of others, and that he com- 
mends our efforts. I have also written to 
several others in town who I hope will 
respond. 

I have spoken with other teachers at 
AHS who told me of a possibility that 
Mr. Lack could be rehired in August. 
Until that decision is made one way or 
the other, I will continue in any way I 
can to support Mr. Lack. I would like to 
entreat anyone in Andover who feels as 
I and many others do, to help in any 
way possible to bring back this superb 
educator to Andover High School before 
it is too late.

Don’t let outgoing 
administrators do this

Well folks, it’s finally happened. The 
85 percent of students, parents, and 
teachers at Andover High School agree. 
We have found the best way to teach stu- 
dents while keeping teachers happy: 
Block scheduling. 

Sure at first, nobody liked it, but now, 
everyone, including me, loves it. The 
teachers’ union is pushing for it, the stu- 
dent body is pushing it, and the parents 
are pushing it. 

But administrators can never be con- 
tent with everyone being happy. This 
outgoing administration of Principal 
Parker and Superintendent Neal have 
decided, above student objections, that 
they cannot leave a system that works 
in place.

not let everyone be happy. 
They think it is their right to 
make decisions that actually 
belong in the hands of the peo- 
ple, or in this case, the stu- 
dents, teachers, and parents. 
So they have imposed an A/B 
schedule onto our high 
school, without ever explain- 
ing their reasons. 

In my case, as an incoming 
senior, it is possible for me to 
receive in one week, eight 
assignments. On Monday, 
assignments due Wednesday 
may include an advanced 
placement English paper, a 
public speaking speech, a 
marine biology lab, and 200 
calculus problems. On Tues- 
day I could be assigned a C++ 
programming assignment, 
another paper in anthropolo- 
gy and sociology, another 
paper in advanced placement 
U.S. History, and another 
oceanography assignment. In 
addition to those assign- 
ments, I may be taking an 
advanced Spanish course at 


Merrimack College. 

It may seem unlikely for a 
student to get all of these 
assignments in such a short 
time, but as students take 
more competitive classes, 
they do begin to receive 
assignments like these. What 
is a student to do in my situa- 
tion? 

As students, teachers, par- 
ents and members of the com- 
munity, we cannot allow this 
nonsensical, illogical, deci- 
sion to be implemented. 
Already, students are receiv- 
ing their schedules for next 
year. Many students have 
commented to me that they 
intend to drop many of their 
classes because they fear not 
being able to complete the 
work. They fear not having 
enough time to study eight 
subjects for mid-terms and 
finals. We are at a disadvan- 
tage when compared to other 
schools that have already 
implemented block schedul- 
ing. The result of this ill-fated 
decision by Mr. Neal could 
affect the number of students 
from Andover High that will 
be accepted to the best col- 


leges in America. 

As the faculty committee 
on scheduling stated last 
week in a letter to parents, the 
assistant principal in charge 
of scheduling has informed 
the School Committee and the 
teaching staff that either 
schedule can be implemented 
prior to August without any 
technical difficulties. 

But the outgoing adminis- 
tration will not allow this to 
happen. They have made a 
decision that will have no 
repercussions on them 
because they will be gone next 
year. 

We cannot allow these 
lame-duck administrators to 
make decisions for the faculty 
and students. I urge you to 
call the School Committee 
members. Tell them that they 
cannot allow for this change 
to occur.

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California celebrates discover 


COLOMA, Calif. (AP) - If you scoot down 
a sandy bank along the South Fork of the 
American River, you reach an oval, rock- 
lined puddle and a modest marker. 

It describes a day 150 years ago that 
changed California from a pastoral 
wilderness into the innovative, materialist 
State of today. 

“Here on a chilly morning in January 
1848, carpenter James Marshall picked up 
the small pieces of gold that touched off one 
of the largest, most frenzied mass 
migrations in history,” it reads. 

“Within a year of Marshall’s discovery, 
6,000 gold seekers swarmed onto the 
western slope of the Sierra Nevada. 
Thousands more who followed completely 
changed what had been a quiet, remote 
Mexican province.” 

The discovery ensured that California 
had no quiet transition to statehood, and it 
has remained a place that does most things 
faster and first. 

The California myth was created. 

Now under way, a 33-month California 
Gold Discovery to Statehood Sesquicen- 
tennial celebration, begun in January, has 
had a noisy transition of its own, including 
a~slow start, complaints from Latinos, 
Indians, and other groups whose ancestors 
were abused in the wake of the Gold Rush, 
and charges of misusing state funds allotted 
to the project. 

Naturally, initial events centered at 
Coloma, the tiny El Dorado County 
community 45 miles northeast of 
Sacramento, where Marshall found those 
shining rocks in the tailrace of a sawmill he 
was building for John Sutter. 

In 1848, California had just been 
acquired by the United States as part of the 


settlement of the Mexican-American War. 
The non-Indian population was about 
14,000. Pioneer wagons had just started 
coming to the territory, which generally 
had the sleepy flavor of its agriculture- 
oriented Californios settlers, 

One pre-Gold Rush pioneer was John 
Sutter, who was building an agricultural 
empire in Northern California based at his 
Sutter’s Fort in what is now Sacramento. 

He needed lumber for his construction 

projects and hired Marshall to build a 


sawmill in the foothills. 

Marshall selected Coloma, an Indian 
settlement on the South Fork of the 
American River about 45 miles east of the 
fort, because’ it was the closest spot that had 
a river for power and a large stand of pine 
trees. 

By January, 1848, the mill was ready, 
except for one problem: the tailrace to carry

the water away from the mill and back to 
the river was too shallow. Workers every 
day dug out the dirt and let water wash 
away the debris at night. 

On the morning of Jan. 24, Marshall 
inspected the tailrace and spotted some 
shining rocks. He and other mill workers 
tried several tests and concluded the rocks 
were gold. 

Four days later, he took the samples 
wrapped in a handkerchief to Sutter, who 
did more tests. Worried about his own 
investments, Sutter tried to keep the find a 


secret. 

It didn’t work. 

The news took nearly a year to percolate 
to the East Coast and other countries, but 
then the ’49er rush began. By the end of 
1848, the non-Indian population was 20,000. 
It soared to 100,000 by the end of 1849 and to 
223,000 in 1852. Over the next 50 years, 125 
million ounces of gold were taken from the 


hills of California, worth $50 billion in 
today’s dollars. 

And it changed the area forever. 

“Within 20 years it developed a type and 
style of civilization, especially in San 
Francisco and adjacent areas, resembling 
nothing else in the Far West: urban, 
cosmopolitan, reminiscent in a provincial 
sort of way of the Atlantic states and parts 
of Southern Europe,” writes historian 
Kevin Starr. 

In the process, the low-key Californios 
culture based on cattle-raising and agri- 
culture was overrun and the Indian tribes 
were destroyed. 

Those harsh facts won’t be ignored in 
the sesquicentennial celebrations, state 
Officials say. “We're not talking about an 
event that hides some of the facts of the 
Gold Rush,” says Matthew Sugarman, 
superintendent of Marshall Gold Discovery 
State Park in Coloma. “There was a lot of 
negative stuff going on.” 

“We're not going to go into denial that 
Native Americans who had lived here for 
hundreds of years and Mexicans and 
Chinese and all the others were abused,” 
Says Robert Elsner, executive director of 
the state’s sesquicentennial planning 
commission. 

But he adds: “We're not going to wring 
our hands. We’re going to acknowledge they 
were not treated well and they have a part 
of Gold Rush history. We're saying, 
‘Commemorate the past; celebrate the 
future.”
